More Prefitable Than Any Other 


Farming. 7 

A correspondent of the Tulare (Cal. ) 
Register writes as follows: A stranger 
from the Central Western States, 
where co-operative dairy farming has 
been successfully carried on for 80 
many years, wonders why there is not 
more of such farming in Tulare county, 
where all the requisites for producing 
fine butter and cheese are to be found 
in such abundance. You have an un- 
limited supply of water and can have 
green feed the year around, so that 
your farmers will not bave to contend 
| with the obstacles that their Easterp 
brethren have to encounter. With 
your alfalfa crops you can keep Cows 
cheaply, and the milk produced from 
alfalia-ied cows is sweet and whole- 
some, and will therefore wake fine 
flavored butter and cheese. * Co-opera- 
tive dairying in Illinois, where for 
twenty years I was intimately con- 
nected with that industry, has been 


the means of enriching the farmers far 
beyond their expectations. They had

hung on to wheat until they were 
almost mortgaged to death, and as a 
last resort they tarned their attention 
to dairying, and tLeir success has been 
marvelous indeed, notwithstanding the 
fact that they had to contend with six 
to seven months of severe winter, when 
it is absolutely necessary to feed hay 
and grain, entailing expense, and yet 
under these circumstances the mort- 
gages were paid and the farmer foupd 
that he had money which he could loan 
to his more unfortunate brother in 
Kansas and Nebraska. 

California climate is especially 
adapted to cheesemaking, as less milk 
is required to make a pound of cheese 
in this State than in any other, and 
from personal knowledge I know that 
California-made cheese can be readily 
sold at a good profit. For instance, 
the cheeee factory in Santa Clara 
county sells to local merchants all the 
cheese it can manufacture, and what is 
true of that factory is true of all others 
in the State. ith less than ten 
pounds of milk to make a pound of 
cheese in Santa Clara, the product-eell- 
ing at an average of 11‘ cents per 
pound, there is more profit to the 
farmer than the Eastern dairymen re- 
ceive. 
As to butter-making the same re- 
sults will follow. The same number 
of pounds of milk here will make more 
butter than can be made in any of the 
Eastern States, and local markets will 
consume all that can be produced. 
California imports hundreds of tons of 
butter from the Eastern States annu- 
ally, and that should not be. The 
home markets should be supplied with 
home products. 

A fairly good cow with plenty of 
green feed should produce in a milking 
season 300 pounds of butter and drop 
a calf at the close of the season. Of 
course there are plenty of cows that. 
will produce double that quantity, but 
if a herd of cows will average 400 
pounds they will pay as handsomely 
as any other farming operations that 
can be carried on, and, with grape 
culture, dairying can be carried along 
nicely. | 

Some few months ago I noticed ina 
Los Angeles paper that in that country 
at least $50.000 were paid out for but- 
ter and cheese that was not produced | 
in that county. There are a number 
of counties in the State which pay out 
large sums for butter and cheese, and 
so jong as they do not produce these 
commodities why not produce them in 
Tulare and thus add totbe wealth of 
the farmers? Dairying belps to enrich 
the ranch, enables the owner to put up 
neat, comfortable buildings, and if be 
has just started a vineyard will bavea 
source of revenue from bis cows while 
bis vines are growing into value. I 
have seen the benefits accuring to 
dairywen in other States and fee) like 
urging farmers to give it a trial. 


The sams? thing applies with equal 
force to Nevada, especially the western 
part of the State. A creamery, if 
established near Reno and everybody 
kept cows, would pay better than any 
other class of farming, and a ready 
market could be had for all the pro- 
duction. Butter and cheese making 
are extensively carried on in Orange 
county, N.Y., and the farmers are all 
well-to-do. It will not be buta year 
or two before the farmers on the 
meadows will be forced into some other 
branch of farming besides raising al- 
falfa, and the Gazette believes it 
would be worth their while to investi- 
gate the co-operative dairving plan.
